country. Tbe service that the 
are performing there Is aa honor 
them and a necessity to the United 
Slates. I cannot believe that the 
men in llie national f,'iiard would 
wish to be excused from it or would 
loh.. heart because of the discom- 
forts and inconveniences of the aer- 
Tlee.

He 
bad been reared at the school from 
the age of ^ In 1*14 he was ap- 
pointed an instructor in tho shoe re- 
pairing department, ns a testimonial 
of the liigli tiu>i and esie-n; impos- 
ed in him. Hi' served in lliat capac- 
ity until several nionths ago, when 
li« resigned to become foreman in a 
saw mill In Hlghlaad Park. While 
an inmate at the institution he be- 
came a musidsn and member of the 
School Hand. Several years ago he 
joined the hand of the First Ken- 
tucky Regiment and had only re- 
cently been promoted to Corporal- 

At the achaol he waa popular, 
parUy da* ta the fact he had been 
an Innate himsdf. He believed that 
all boys were right at heart. Miid was 
an ardent disciple of Supt. lirown's 
honor system. There are no guards 
at the seliool and none of (he iu- 
atructors are permitted to carry flre- 
arma er weapoaa.
